





| Board to investigate Hornet Foundation

One of CSUS’ private auxiliary 
organizations has tormed a special 
investigating committee to study 
several problems related to the 
organizations’ administration 

Formulation of the committee 
was authorized by the Hornet 
Foundation Board of Directors at 
last Thursday's Dec. |! meeting 

According to board of directors 
char Prot Metwalli Amer. 
business administration, the com- 
mittee will be studying illegal cam- 
pus food service losses, employee 
morale and management relation- 
ships. and the decision-making 
process involving the board, foun- 
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dation management, and the 
CSUS administration 

The three member committee, 
which includes Prof. Al Raza, 
business administration, Prof 
Helene Burgess. economics, and 
Gary Archibald. ASI general 
counsel, is scheduled to report tts 
findings and any recommended 
changes in the foundations 
operations by March 18, 1976 

in addition to the three com- 
mittee members, Amer said 
“anyone from the board and or 
outside the board may be used as 
resource persons 

“Secretarial assistants shall be 
provided by management.” Amer 
said. And Raza said he would seek 
help trom “two colleagues.”

The investigation follows a 
three-year illegal losing trend in

This past summer the Califor- 
nia State University and Colleges 
Board of Trustees internal audit 
stalf went over the books

CIA offers travel, 
ect. to prospects 


(CPS) “Unique = op- 
portunities,” stated the ad in the 
college newspaper, offering 
“foreign travel,” were now 
available for seniors and graduate 
students in any one of almost 30 
fields. both technical and general 

Who made this enticing offer? 
The company was” The Company” 

that is, the CIA 

The CIA ts stepping up its rec- 
ruitment efforts on the nation’s 
campuses. Cooperation with these 
efforts by university ad- 
muinistrators and career placement 
officals is rmsing. And student 
interest in the nation’s most power- 
ful intelligence agency as a 
prospective employer is also in- 
creasing, according to CIA of- 
ficials in Washington DC and Bos- 
ton. 

A recent conference sponsored 
by the CIA on minority hiring, held 
in Washington for university 

all ex-enses paid 
drew more than 60 


career officials 
by theagency 
participants from 
throughout the country. The 
university officials, though expres- 
sing “some skepticism” towards the 
agency, did not raise the question 
of the CIA’s illegal activity. A 
UCLA official saw “nothing 
wrong” with the conference, and a 
career official from the University 
of Michigan said that the 
conference Participants “en- 
couraged the CIA to come back to 
the campuses.” 

A CIA summer intern program 
for foreign studies has been draw- 
ing an increasingly popular res- 
ponse in recent years. When the 
program started in 1967, there were 
five participants. Now there are 45, 


schools 


with more than one thousand in- 
quiries every year. Program par- 
ucipants, about half of which end 
up as permanent CIA employes, 
come from a wide range of majors 
and colleges, including such pres- 
tigious schools as Harvard. Yale 
and the University of Chicago 





The current tight economy ts 
one factor which makes the CIA in- 
viting to many students. Where else 
can an expert in such a specialized 
subject as Asian languages find a 
job these days? PhD’s have grown 
especially interested in CIA em- 
ployment, according to Bob Ginn, 
Associate Director of Career 
Placement and Off-Campus Lear- 
ning at Harvard, because “the CIA 
is one of the few places hiring in 
research.” 

The recent publicity — sur- 
rounding the CIA's activities ac- 
tually help its recruiting efforts, 
added Ginn, because “it makes kids 
think about the agency.” 

Protest by students against CIA 
recruitment on campus Is just now 
beginning to crop up at some 
schools. At the San Diego campus 
of the University of California, 
Students protesting CIA rec-

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ASI gives employes bonus

The ASI Executive Committee 
said. “Merry Christmas. em- 
plovees.” with a bonus matching 
the one passed by the California 
State Legislature for iow paid State 
emplovees. The bonus comes to 
$400. $200 payable in December, 
the rest in June, for full time em- 
plovees. and $.21 per hour for part- 
time employees 

There was some discussion as to 
whether the ASI as an auxillery 
organization to CSUS was under 4 
legal obligation to match any 
bonus provided to CSUS em- 
plovees by the state. Members of 
the Executive Committee decided 
they were not so obligated. but 
decided to give the bonus anyway 
Ihe amount was estimated at 
$6000 

The committee also heard from 
Stan Wright. director of athletics, 
onthe controversy surrounding the 
proposed “booster club.” “I feel 
very strongly that we need a 
booster club.” he said. However, 
his initial reluctance towards the 
proposed booster club stemmed 
from the necessity of such clubs io 
follow rules laid down by the 
National Collegiate Athletic As- 
sociation (NCAA), and Far 
Western Conference (F WC) as well 
as certain Federal laws, according 
to Wright 

It is against NCAA and FWC 
rules for a private organization to 
donate money just to one sport, ac- 
cording to Wright 

Wright was then asked by 
members of the Executive Com- 
mittee if students would be in- 
cluded in the selection committee 
which will be seeking the 
replacement for Ray Clemens who 


is resigning as football coach 

Wright said the committee 
would include “faculty. staff and 
students.” 

ASI President John Gianonni 
reported on the efforts to provide a 
24-hour ambulance service at 
CSUS. He gave his rough estimates 
ot $10.000 for the heavy duty van, 
siren, lights. ambulance 
equipment. etc. plus another 


$2500-$3500 for attendant and 


driver to operate the ambulance 
trom 6 pm. to midnight, which 
would be ASI’s share of the ex- 
pense 

Gary Archebald. ASI general 
counsel. reported his efforts to 
have James Archer, academic vice 
president. speak before the Ex- 
ecutive Committee about — his 
proposed Faculty Review Board 
and the possibilities for student in- 
put on the board

(CPS) — William Shockley, the 
scientist who believes that blacks 
are genetically inferior to whites in 
intelligence has been explaining 
his explosive theory recently at 
campuses around the country — or 
trying to 


Shockley has run into strong 
criticism that has caused dis- 
ruption of his talks in some places, 
and caused other schools to cancel 
his appearances altogether. In 
others his “appearances went 
smoothly 


The controversy centering on 
Shockley has been going on for 
several years, involving ac- 
cusations of racism and questions 
of academic freedom and freedom 
of speech plus the fact that 
Shockley is a Nobel Prize-winning 
scientist. He shared the prize for 
physics in 1956 for the 
development of the transistor

University president David Saxon 
At UCLA, a story in the student 
newspaper, the Daily Bruin, on the 
CIA's” affirmative action 
conference prompted loud and 
angry demonstrations. Protests 
against “university complicity” 
with the agency were also staged at 
Berkeley and the University of 
Michigan at Ann Arbor. 

The student critics stress that 
the CIA has violated deinocratic 
rights wherever they have con- 
ducted activities, and that the cam- 
paign to hire minority students is 
part of an effort to “exercise 
dominion over the colonial and 
under-developed world.” 

But many students, besides eye- 
ing the CIA for a job, support its 
right to be on campus, according to 
career placement officials at 
several colleges. At Harvard, a 
student who challenged the 
relationship between the university 
and the CIA was immediately 
countered by five students defen- 
ding the agency's right to be there. 

Career placement officials also 
support the right of the CIA to rec- 
ruit on campus, and the right of 
students to inquire about CIA em- 
ployment. 

To throw the CIA off campus, 
as protesting students demand, 1s 
“an insult to the free choice of 
students,” according to John 


At USC, Shockley’s _ par- 
ticipation in a debate caused so 
much disruption that his op- 
ponent. Dr. Richard Goldsby. a 
black chemistry and microbiology 
professor at the University of 
Maryland. attacked the “vitriolic 
bigotry of the blacks” im the 
audience. The incident at USC 
caused Lomo Linden University in 
Riverside, California to cancel 
Shockley’s scheduled appearance 
there. Ina separate incident, an in- 
vitation was also withdrawn from 
the University of Michigan 


But the greatest anger was 
aroused at the University of Kan- 
sas. Early in November, invitations 
to Shockley by two student groups 
were withdrawn. Later, while 
Shockley was speaking at nearby 
Washburn University, where a 
debate with Goldsby went 
smoothly before an audience of

Munschauer, director of the 
Career Center at Cornell Univer- 
sity. “It's censorship,” he added. 

Even the CIA's publicly-known 
illegal activities, according to Ginn 
at Harvard, should not deny 
someone the right to seek em- 
ployment there. “Do you stop 
someone from being a White 
House fellow because the President 
might have committed illegal 
acts?” 


1000, Shockley offered to speak to 
interested students at the Univer- 
sity of Kansas for no charge 

Iwo other campus groups — a 
history of science organization and 
a men’s honorary society took 
Shockley up on his offer and, ac- 
cording to Del Shankel, executive 
vice chancellor of the UNIVER- 
SITY MADE “secret ar- 
rangements” to “sneak in” Shoc- 
kley. But students got wind of 
Shockley’s visit and about fifty 
protesters, mostly black, inter- 
rupted his talk with chants, forcing 
him to stop 

The university disavowed any 
responsibility for Shockley’s visit, 
claiming that the student groups 
did not go through normal univer- 
sity channels for bringing a speaker 
on campus. and that the ad- 
ministration did not know about it 
until the night before Shockley 
came

Partly because of 50.000 watts 
but mainly because of a $35 toot 
antenna located im the middle of 
miles of open land. KSEM has an 
incredibly = large = broadcasting 
range. The station has listeners as 
tar south as Tracy and as tar north 
as Redding. Residents of Berkeley 
listen to KSFM and. through 
cable. so do inhabitants of South 
Lake Tahoe. Earth Radio. as the 
station refers to itself, gets around 

The station was originally 
called KAT PT and. inthe beginning. 
it, broadcast out of the Hotel 
Woodland. At that time, it was an 
automated. easy listening station 
It became KSFM in 1972 and 
adopted its present format (Album 
Oriented Rock) in April of 1974. In 
July August of 1975 it suffered the 
loss of its program director and 
two disc jockeys to other stations

However, the station has bounced 
back admirably today employing a

The key phrase with which to 
describe KSEM 1s “entertainment 
onented” programming The 
station actively avoids political 1s- 
sues and standard news. Instead. 
the news offered is “Earth News”, 
an alternative type of news 
program, Stores on the news 
usually relate to entertainment 
figures and items of interest ex- 
cerpted from Rolling Stone. Music 
is interspersed bewteen the stories 
Coinciding with the = “enter- 
tainment oriented” format isa bare 
minimum of community service 
spots 

Instead. the vast majority of 
programming is expended on 
music “Album Oriented Rock” ts 
exactly what it sounds like. Jazz 
and “bubblegum” are avoided and 
most record cuts are off albums 
rather than 45s 

KSEM) does not engage in 
music specials or spotiights of par- 
ticular artists. but they do have two 
unique offerings in the way of 
special features. The first one 1s 
that on Sunday nights all music 
plaved is based on requests from 
listeners. The second feature ts in 
the planning stages and seems to 
have potential. One night a week, 
the station will play entire albums 
The only interruption will be a 
pause when sides are changed. In 
this way, listeners will have an op- 
portunity to tape the albums. some 
of which are unavailable at record 
stores. Suggestions submitted by 
listeners will decide which albums 
will be plaved
